Nazis Report Armies Are 

Forging Ahead in East 
| Despite Resistance; 
; Plan Counter-Blockade. 


“By MELVIN K. WHITELEATHER. 
‘ BERLIN, Sept. 14.—(P)—Ger- 
“man communiques tonight report- 
ed the Reich’s armies forging 
“ ahead in the east. though meeting 
Strong Polish resistance north of 
sem while the high command 
_ ordered action to meet what was 
called Britain’s efforts to halt food 
shipments to Germany. 


In another theater of action, 
Gdynia, Poland’s only port city, 
was re ed by the Germans to 
have surrendered after a 13-day 
siege. Gdynia, at the extreme 
northern tip of the disputed cor- 
ridor, tuad been under fire of Ger- 
man Warships and land batteries 
since the war’s start, September 1, 

Virtually the entire Gdynia hin- 
terland was long ago taken by 
Nazi troops. A small stretch of 
the northern port, however, where 
Polish batteries were located, was 
still reported holding out this 
morning even after the rest of the 
city had given in. 

Little Strategic Value. 

With the Surrounding territory 
gone, the port was regarded by 
the Germans as having little stra- 
tegic value so far as the war’s 
progress was concerned. Of great- 
er importance was a high com- 
mand announcement that the cir- 


cle around Warsaw had been | 
closed and communications severed | 


between Lublin and Lwow. 

(Lwow is about 225 miles south- 
east of Warsaw. Lublin is about 
midway between the two cities.) 

Polish divisions north of Lodz, 
70 miles southwest of the capital, 
were reported waging a stubborn 
fight against capture in what was 
regarded here as the biggest battle 
of *he war. Now in its fifth day, 
this engagement was upsetting 
German predictions that these 
Polish legions would be destroyed 
within three days. 

Plan Counter-Blockade. 

The high command, meanwhile, 
instructed German submarines and 
warships on the high seas to begin 
an immediate “counter-blockade” 
as

Mars and Mr. Andrews 


To Elmer F. Andrews, administrator of the 
wages and hours law, Mars, the God of War, 
came as a friend in time of need. 

Cotton mills had begun to sell goods at a 
profit. For many of them, and perhaps most 
of them, this was the first profit in two years. 

In Washington, Mr. Andrews, hating war as 
all good people do, nevertheless had one grate- 
ful moment as he announced his decision that 
he had determined on 32 1-2 cents per hour as 
a minimum wage for the textile industry. 

For many long weeks after the public hear- 
ing, which was full of sound and fury and 
which both sides felt meant nothing, there was 
no decision. 

With confident hauteur, the wages and hours 
“prosecutors” had listened to the not-always 
temperate testimony of the mill owners who 
opposed the hike in wages beyond that already 
provided for in the law. 

The proposed hike was opposed on the 
ground that the law already provided for a 
normal increase which would not serve to dis- 
rupt the industry. It was opposed, too, on the 
principle that it was aimed at the southern 
mills, as it undoubtedly was aimed. 

That there was good basis for this belief 
became apparent a short while later when Mr. 
Roosevelt himself announced in a public inter- 
view, that he believed there should be some 
differential in favor of the south. 

Those who did not like Mr. Roosevelt im- 
pugned his motives, saying he knew the law 
did not make possible a differential; that he 
was seeking to win some favor. Those who 
had confidence in him viewed the statement 
as perhaps a hint the best attack was on the 
law itself; that congress might give some re- 
lief. 

Mr. Andrews dallied. The war came to Eu- 
rope. The waves blown up in the economic seas 
began to wash the economic shores of America. 
A demand, not strong, was in evidence for 
American textiles. Cotton went up— 

Mr. Andrews acted. 

The effect on the industry as a whole will 
have its own differential. Some mills greatly 
will be affected; others but little. 

Many a small mill, the chief support of 
many a small community, paying the 25-cents- 
an-hour minimum which is the highest hour 
wage in the community, will close its doors. 
The small community will dry up. There will 
be a period of suffering, extra burdens on al- 
ready overburdened relief agencies. The more 
skilled workers will drift away to the larger 
mills. If the war continues there will be work 
for them. 

Mr. Andrews, in addition to a temporary 
and fleeting sense of gratitude toward Mars 
probably had another feeling of relief. He 
probably does not believe he will be in office 
when the demand and employment created by 
the war will come to an end. 


When there is a slacking in demand and 
when deficits replace profits, then the indus- 


try again will be sick; the workers from the 
small communities will be out of work; there 
will be no community mill to take them on: it 
will be someone else's job. 

Mr. Andrews and his “prosecutors” know 
that -the war boom will not cure the funda- 
mental ills of the textile industry. But the war 
boom has rescued Mr. Andrews from the horn 
of his dilemma. He now may turn to happier 
fields. The industry and workers may hope 
for the best. 


General Mud 


Rains have started falling from the Polish. 


skies. These are the rains which Napoleon 
cursed, which helped the Poles and Russians in 
1914; which have been expected to aid the Poles 
in 1939. 

The rains have come too late,. perhaps, to 
be of real value. The Poles have four main 
roads. They each go to Warsaw. These roads, 
_ plus the baked plains beside them, have made 
possible the “Lightning” war against Poland. 
Artillery, tanks and all the mechanized units 
have been able to move at top speed. Planes 
had clear and sunny skies. 

The rains have begun. It would seem they 

| late because the Germans are 
Warsaw. Still, if the roads sink 
the plains become seas of mud and if the 


thick, we shall see what 
do. 

If the mechanized armies can do what no 
other army of the past could do—move on 
through deep mud and heavy rains, then in- 
deed must many of our conceptions of war be 
changed. 

General Mud has arrived. An interested 
world will watch this long expected and most 
tardy ally of the Poles. 


The Grapes of Georgia 

With “The Grapes of Wrath” a best-seller, 
it is comforting to know that “The Grapes of 
Georgia,” without any wrath, are to have their 
inning. 

Demonstrations by H. P. Stuckney, of the 
Georgia experiment station, will be carried on 
for the next few days to prove to Georgia farm- 
ers and house wives that muscadine graps can 
be grown commercially at a profit. 

Indeed, the Experiment station has prepared 
a bulletin on the culture, varieties and some of 
the properties of the juices. The experiments 
have been made across a period of four years. 
Grape juices, jellies, wines and other tasty 
products are to be had from the grapes. 
Recipes are to be had from the Georgia station.

The Russian Bear 

The late Rudyard Kipling once wrote an 
allegory about the bear which walked like a 
man. The story in the poem was told by an 
old bear hunter whose face was a red scar and 
whose eyes were blind. He was warning pros- 
pective hunters. 

His warning was to be most careful of the 
giant bear when it stood up, its arms out as if 
in pleading supplication. That was the really 
dangerous moment and the one when the bear 
was about to strike. He said specifically, if we 
recall, “Beware the bear that walks like a 
man.” Mr. Kipling’s allegory was about the 
Russians. 

This is but a prelude to the conflicting re- 
ports from the war zone. One report has it 
that Russia and Germany soon will announce a 
division of Poland. This will, in effect, cause 
the Allies to be at war against Russia if they 
continue fighting for the preservation of the 
Polish borders. It would be a deep, clever and 
Sinister trick. 

The other report is to the effect that Ger- 
many herself is puzzled by the Russian mobili- 
zation and the more puzzled because the troops 
Stretch not merely along the Russian-Polish 
border but along other borders as well. 

Can it be that Comrade Stalin has re-read 
“Mein Kampf” and recalls that Hitler referred 
to the Russians as “the scum of the earth” and 
to her rulers as blood-soaked monsters? And it 
may be that he has re-read that portion dealing 
with Germany’s plans to take the Russian 
Ukraine. Does he mistrust his new friend? 

No one knows. The Russians have enough 
territory and enough problems of their own. It 
may be they want their old share of Poland, 
that which the Czar had. But even so, the bear 
is walking like a man.

Cupid is in frowns, 
the young lady in tears and all lovers are angry 
at this affront by a state department which, of 
course, is composed of old and middle-aged 
men who have to be reminded of their wedding

Already, a week after the declaration, the 
war profiteer returns to the old stand, with 
the slogan, “Monkey Business As Usual.” 


The sentiment grows, also, for two Columbus 
Days—one for the discovery of America, and 
another for leaving it here.

GOVERNMENT BY DECREE. 
(From The Buffalo Evening News.) 

Under pressure of circumstances, Britain and 
France both have had to turn to the process of 
governing by decree, leaving the United States 
the only great nation in which democratic prin- 
ciples still prevail. The British government was 
slower to move in this direction than the French. 
largely because it was not so close geographically 
to the menace. 

Government by decree suspends civil rights 
and delegates dictatorial powers. It is ironic that 
governments should have to invoke the very force 
they seek to oppose. Time for debate and rea- 
sonableness is of the essence of democracy. but 
it is not practical to allow for that time factor 
during a war crisis. 

The new Emergency Powers Act will enable 
the British government to take many steps with- 
out following its customary procedure. Any prop- 
erty or undertaking except land may be taken 
over by the government. Any premises may be 
entered and searched. Judicial proceedings may 
be held in private if the court deems it expedient. 
There seem to be but three principal reservations, 
of rights. There can be no decree of general 
conscription of man power for military 
no industriai conscription, no trials of civilians 
before courts martial, unless parliamentary 
Sanction is given. 

_ Meanwhile, other dictatorial practices threaten 
civilization. Diplomats shuttle back and forth 
carrying on in secret negotiations that will affect 
the lives of virtually all persons now inhabiting 
the globe. No one thinks now of the Wilsonian 
idea of “open agreements, openly arrived at.” 
For the time being, at least, this troubled genera- 
tion seems to have forgotten completety the poet's 
dream of “the parliament of man, the federation 
of the world” 
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THE CAPITAL PARADE

SLIGHT EXAGGERATION WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—While 


their enemies are celebrating the 


banishment of the New Dealers, their leaders are quietly passing the 
word that all is well. These announcements that the New Dealers 
are on their way out are an old, old story, with an old, old ending. 


In this instance, the hopes of those who dislike the New Dealers 


were raised by the influx of outstanding businessmen to take emer- 


gency jobs in Washington, and by the curious intimation of White 
House Secretary Stephen Early that reorganization of the White 
House staff meant the “brain trust was out the window.” These 
signs and portents not only encouraged the New Dealers’ enemies; 
they also disquieted leaders of the group to a point where two or 
three of them actually went to the President and asked him point- 
blank where matters stood. 

The President’s reply was extremely reassuring. There seems 
to be little doubt, therefore, that Messrs. Thomas G. Corcoran and 
Benjamin V. Cohen, Harold L. Ickes, Jerome Frank, Leon Hender- 
son, Isador Lubin, Robert H. Jackson and all the others will con- 
tinue as usual to trot in and out of the White House back door 
in a suspiciously free and easy way. Their influence cannot be said 
to have declined in the least. The most that can be made of the 
change in the governmental picture is that the President, under- 
standing the need for national union in a dangerous time, has asso- 
ciated with the New Dealers men representing different patterns 
of thought. 


JOKES WITH RUE The incident is more important than the 


average tempest in the teapot of Washing- 
ton palace politics, for its future significance is considerable. The 
New Deal group is not limited to the men above-named. It consists 
of three or four hundred government officials, of whom perhaps 
50 occupy important administrative posts, while the rest are sub- 
ordinates in various legal divisions, statisticians, minor economists 
and the like. They are the President’s most faithful personal fol- 
lowers (the real source of their strength), and, because of their 
influence on policy, their omnipresence in the administration, and 
their general stick-to-it-iveness and stick-togetherness, are far and 
away the most powerful group in the government. 

Particularly among the lesser New Dealers, discouragement was 
very acute before the leaders obtained*the President's reassurances. 
Sharing the government is not a New Deal talent. Then, too, the 
large recruitment of businessmen recalled the days when the spokes- 
men of Wilson’s “new freedom” were crowded into the background 
by other business recruits, in another dangerous time. A story was 
being told jokingly, but very wryly, of how Morris L. Ernst, the 
prankish liberal lawyer, stuck his head round a New Dealer’s door 
to say: 

“Pardon me, but can you tell me if Mr. J. P. Morgan’s Washing- 
ton office is on this floor of the Treasury?”

acter of the President’s reassuring words. It was indicated that 
much too much meaning had been attached to the selection of 
businessmen like Edward R. Stettinius and John Hancock for the 
War Resources Board, and the recent Additions of conservative 
economists and dollar-a-year men to thé*Treasury staff. The im- 
pression was created that, in passing on the new appointments, the 
President had merely accepted at face value the recommendations 
of the departmental officials concerned. Much is being made now 
(probably too much) of the fact that the infiltration of business- 
men has been localized, as it were, in the Treasury, War and Navy 
departments. 

It is even understood that, if a real emergency arises, executive 
powers will be withheld from the War Resources Board group and 
confided instead to the presidential henchmen and high officials 
who have always run the government before. This is true in part. 
Several members of the New Deal group have already been warned 
of their assignments if foreign affairs reach a more acute stage. At 
the same time, it would seem likely that the New Dealers may be 
indulging in a little of their enemies’ wishful thinking, for certainly 
the President cannot hope to meet a real emergency without sub- 
stantial representation of business among his active heipers. 

As for Early’s intimation that the “brain trust was out the win- 
dow,” it is said to have been followed by a reproof, and has been 
subsequently explained as intended as a crack at Protessor Ray- 
mond Moley, whose memoirs are currently irritating the White 
House. At any rate, the inferences drawn from it were not justified.

Rather quickly we settled one point—this is a world war. Some 


» Of the people who are so afraid about war, do not wish it called 


a world war. It is. There are submarines and men of war in the 

seven seas. The countries at war—New Zealand, Australia, Canada, 

South Africa, girdle the globe. | 
As a matter of fact, we agreed, this is not a new war at all. 


It is the old war of 1914—still going on. If it lasts until 1944 in- 
} stead of 1941, as the English predict, we will have had a Thirty 


Years’ War. The old centuries once knew a One Hundred Years’ 


> War. 


The Turks were fighting the English after the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. There was fighting in China and along the Russian border 
where Japan had edged in. Then came China and Japan, Italy and 
Ethiopia and then the big war im Spain. It’s been a long, hard war. 

No flags or cheering, greeted this war. It was a war in which 
one set of people were fed up with the brutality, the apparent 
hypocrisy, ‘the deliberate cruelty and world dominion designs of 
one man. It still is that way. Adolf Hitler is a man of genius, but 
it is an evil genius and most of the world knows that. 

It is not a war to save Democracy, although the war may decide 
something vital in that connection. It is not a holy war such as they 
tried to make of the beginning of it in 1914. The old part of the 
war smells of war debts and we do not like it. Yet we do not like 
Hitler, either. Or rather, we do not like wWat he represents. Yet, 
we all agreed, there is something for us to do while the guns boom. 


TRICKED BY SCHOOL One of these doctors spoke up and 

, said: “You know, I've been so busy 
with my own work I haven't had time to read many non-medical 
books. What is happening in education?” 

“Why?” 

“Well, at the clinic the other day I saw a young boy. He was 
about 12 years old. He was a bit retarded. He needed only a liitle 
bringing out. He had quit school. They had Iet him. I realized I 
had seen that boy dozens and dozens of times. Not the same boy, 
of course, but others like him. I remembered I had seen the mother 
of that boy. She had quit school after the fifth grade. At these 
clinics where they come for treatment I realized one day that most 
of the people had little education.” 

“Well, what are you getting at?” 

“I’ve talked with them. Some of the fragments of their conver- 
sation came back. They felt that school had tricked them. They 
sat there on the benches for three or four years, maybe five or six. 
Then they quit.” 

“Go on—what about it?” 

“Well, there isn’t an honorable or decent place for them. There 
just isn’t any place for them. I wonder sometimes if our system isn’t 
all wrong. I don’t want a Feuhrer. But I wonder if we are doing 
the job for all those who don't want to be, or can become, doctors, 
lawyers, professors, teachers, pharmacists, newspapermen and so on. 

“The point is, that a republic with democratic ideals, can't be 
pointing the finger of scorn until it manages.to take care of its own.” 

He was right, of course. That's the big job. The war will dis- 
tract us. There is no need trying to shout it down. It will distract 
us for a very good reason. We are affected by it. The big fight in 
our country will be to see if we can hold our heads; to try and re- 
member that one day the war will be over; to keep before us always 
that we have a job not doné in economics, in agriculture, in human, 
social relations. 


THE RED CLAY HILLS The other day a young man came 
into the office. He gets out of high 


school next spring. 

“I've been reading,” he said, “about the exodus to the cities. 
You don’t like it. Well, I'll be coming to Atlanta for a job in 1940. 
Keep on the look for me.” 

And he went out laughing. 

They come every day. The. red clay hills, the mountains, the 
coastal plains—all are sending their young men and women. Hungry- 
eyed and eager, they come to look for jobs—soda fountains, clerks, 
messengers, workers in factories, cotton mills, steel mills—they 
come hunting jobs. There are four or five of them for every boy or 
girl who has a job. 

The economists say that we could use fewer farmers and less 
land and, with a planned program produce more food, cotton, pea- 
nuts, tobacco and other farm produce. That's true, of course. The 
economists usually are right. They can prove it. But they forget 
that the number of homes decrease: that the number of families 
on their own land decrease; that a state loses something every time 
it loses a man off the land. What will they do with those who leave? 

The schools are troubled. Not one in a hundred of the young 
men and women who come in to the cities looking for jobs are 
trained. They just come with the great vitality and ambition of 
their youth. 


Some of them fee) they have been cheated. Some of them will 
be dubious about the realities of those possessions such as liberty, 
free speech, a free press if no job comes to them. We might ask if 
they have not, indeed, been cheated? That is the great job—to make 
our greatest possessions actualities, not words or phrases in books. 

This.is the nation which has contributed most to the inspiration 
and happiness of the world in its span of life. It can do the job if 
we are not too much confused by the noise of the guns; if we 
remember not to forget the errors of the last war and the post-war 
period.

Any collection of Americana should include the juvenile gibe 
of frontier days: “Your ears are dirty and you're barefooted and 
your dad ain’t got no peach orchard.” In those few inelegant 
phrases, human nature reveals the trait that has kept the world in 
turmoil since the first man felt in his heart the glow of ambition. 

The desire to excel is bred in our bones. And since there ig no 
established standard of excellence, we compare ourselves with the 
people we know and try to excel them. One who rises @ little above 
them is praised; one who rises too far is considered insane or re- 
strained by envious lawmakers, 


If people were content to excel and modestly wait for praise, or 
modestly enjoy their other rewards, the admiration of less fortu- 
nate people might be free of envy and hate. 

But there is a hateful streak in human nature which makes any 
possession more enjoyable if o.ners cannot share it. And those who 
have an advantage, being unsure of their actual superiority, or eager 
to sweeten it by ungenerous comparison with others, not only make 
a display of their superior good fortune but call attention to it orally, 
The degree of their offensiveness depends largely upon their breed- 
ing, but in any case they invite resentment if not actual retaliation. 

The boast of the superior always calls attention to the advan- 
tage, real or imaginary, that is most resented by others because it 
hurts their pride. 

“I am better than you are, because my dad has a peach orchard 
and yours hasn't.” 

“Because my family has a lot of money.” 

“Because I spent four years in college.” 

“Because my people came here a century ago.” 

“Because I speak a language not native to you.” 

“Because my skin isn’t the color of yours.” 

Since people make only the comparisons that please their vanity, 
they invariably hurt the pride of those with whom they compare 
themselves, And while a physical hurt may be forgiven, hurt feel- 
ings forgive slowly if ever. 

It isn’t superiority that people res@nt, but the tactless, ungen- 
erous, vain and unnecessary display of superiority. 

The “equality” men desire is merely equal courtesy and equal 
freedom from humiliation and abasement.

Questions facing the people of ‘the United States as a result of the 
war in Europe probably exceed in seriousness anything the American 
public has faced since 1918. To see what the people themselves be- 
lieve their best interests to be, the American Institute of Public Opinion 
is conducting a series of nation-wide surveys. Not available in 1914, 
the new science of public opinion measurement will provide leaders of 
public opinion and the people themselves with impartial information.

_of Germany and the threat of unrestricted submarine warfare by the 
_German navy raise vital questions for the American people regarding 


‘the use of the seas by American merchant ships and regarding United | 


States citizens who want to travel abroad. 


Unlike 1914, however, the American public is anxious at the outset 
to restrict American travel on the ships of belligerents and to keep 
United States vessels away from the blockade zones. 


Not to be interpreted as an indication of weakness or an un- 
willingness to defend American rights under international law, 
the public’s attitude is one more expressive of the strong desire 
in most American minds to stay out of the present European war. 


To measure the public’s views on these questions at the outset 
of the war, the American Institute of Public Opinion has just com- 
pleted a nation-wide fact-finding survey among men and women 
voters in every state and in every major occupation group. 

R * * 


The results of the survey show: 


1. The overwhelming majority of American voters (82%) 
t.in'- Americans should stay off British, French, Polish or Ger- 
man ships. Though much of the interviewing in the survey had 
been completed before Americans received word of the sinking 
of the Athenia, the comments of voters in all parts of the coun- 
try show they have not forgotten the Lusitania and the way its 
torpedoing inflamed American sentiment. 


2. An equally large majority of voters (84%) says that Amer- 
ican ships should not be permitted to carry goods into the zones 
of war. This would not prevent American ships from carrying 
cargoes to Latin America, the Orient and other waters, nor 
would it, of course, prevent’ American companies from selling 
goods to European countries provided they carried them away in 
their own ships—the essence of the “cash-and-carry” plan. 


The Institute’s actual questions were: 


1. “Should the United States allow its citizens to travel on 
ships of countries which are now at war?” 


2. “Should our government allow American ships to carry 
goods anywhere, or should our ships be kept out of war zones?” 


Surprisingly positive were most Americans on the two ques- 


tions. Only 4 per cent said they were undecided or without opinions 
on the first question, only 6 per cent on the second question. 


Under existing neutrality statutes President Roosevelt has already 
banned travel on the ships of the British and other belligerents. Any

Would you like to know the se- 
crets behind these expensive 
streamlining courses? ‘here is 
nothing they teach that cannot be 
applied at home. But to slim down 
in the right spots, you have to 
know which exercise movements 
involve specific sets of muscles. | 
That’s where kinesiology comes in. | 
Sounds formidable, but it’s the | 
science behind the daily dozen. It. 
helps you to reach the figure-con-_ 
trolling muscles. And from then 
on, streamlining is easy. | 


The specific exercises will al] 
be worked out for you, of course. 
but first know the positions from | 
which to start and the exact exer- 
cise movements which tone the | 
lazy muscles. Then you will know | 
what you are doing, and why. | 

Let’s start with the arm mus-| 
cles. As you grow older, they get. 
flabby. You can’t quite understand | 
that, because you use your arms | 
all day long. But there’s the catch! 
Ordinary arm movements use 
only the front muscles, the biceps | 
and the brachialis anticus. | 

The muscles on the backs of the | 
upper arms, which by the way are | 
called the triceps, are used very 
little and the backs of the arms) 
take on pendulous fat—and you 
have to put sleeves in your eve- 
ning gown! Here’s where you ap-| 
ply a little kinesiology. By taking | 
special exercises with the arms | 
held at shoulder level, and thrust- 
ing them straight out in front of 
the body, or pushing against re- 
sistance with the arms chest level, | 
you can tighten the flesh on the | 
upper arms, or strengthen weak | 
ones. 

Try ft: Bring your arms up to 
shoulder level and thrust one arm 
out in front of the body. Now, with 
the other hand, feel how this tight- 
ens the flesh on the back of the 
arm. Al] arm exercises should be 
worked out using these positions 
and movements, 

Luckily for us, the muscular 
network of the arms and chest is 
interrelated, so the same type of 
exercises which beautify the upper 
arms help to strengthen the pec- 
toral muscles which support the 
bust. The breasts are glands, not 
muscles, but they are supported 
by muscles—the powerful pec- 
torals — which spread _ fanwise 
across the chest and insert into the 
upper arms. Exercise will not re- 
duce the bust. That takes dieting. 
But all arm exercises help to raise 
and firm the bust: The following 
exercise reaches the muscles of the 
arms, chest and shoulders: 

Position: Standing erect, feet 
slightly apart for balance, arms 
held straight out from the shoul- 
ders. 

Movement: Keeping the arms 
shoulder level, clap the palms of 
the hands together in front and 
try to swing the arms around in 
back, clapping the backs of the 
hands together.

fanity, oral and implied. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Potash Gets a Break. 

Since I experienced such prompt 
reliéf from taking potassium chlo- 
ride as suggested in one of your 
articles—it gave me the most com- 
fortable season I have known in 
20 years of misery with hay fever 
—I wonder why you say so little 
about it. Are you _ prejudiced 
against “potash” or in favor of 
calcilum?—(K. A. R.) 

Answer—Not at all. In fact I 
eat some potash every day. 
Couldn’t get along without it. 
The treatment is simple, harmless 
for any one to try for a week or 
so. It has given remarkable relief 
in many cases of hay fever, 
asthma, sinus trouble, allergic 
rhinitis. Dissolve five grains of 
potassium chloride in a glassful of 
water. Take the glassful three 
times a day. It is nearly taste- 
less. Several readers reported 
that drugstore salesmen insisted 
on selling them potassium chlo- 
rite when they asked for potas- 
sium chloride. That has deterred 
me from saying more about it. 

Quinine. 

It would interest many readers, 
I am sure, if you would give again 
the directions you gave some time 
ago for preventing “examination 
jitters.”—(C. H.) 

Answer—Take one grain of 
quinine sulphate (in pill, tablet 
or capsule) three times a day, be- 
ginning a week or ten days be-
